Delicate Mothod* Employed by Them In 


Opening ILetten— With a Little Patience 
They Overcome Gun, Sealing Wax or 
Metal I'witener. 
The incident which occurred In the 


French chamber concerning the viola- 
tion of tbe secrecy of a letter addressed 
to M. Delcasse by a high official of the 
ministry of marine has stirred tbe pub- 
lic, •which is surprised that each pro- 
ceedings take place under the third re- 
public. Created in 1830, tbe cabinet 
Doir was a permanent office under 
Louis Philippe and Napoleon III, who 
need and abased it in order to learn tbe 
political secrets of their opponents. It 
was generally believed by the public 
that the office had long been suppressed 
by tbe present government. Bat after 
the incident mentioned those who btill 
believe in the secrecy of the post, of the 
telegraph or of the telephone exhibit an 
incredible credulity which la extremely 
rare at, this fin de siecle. Those who 
are eo imprudent as to write their in- 
njoBt thoughts concerning any politician 
In power will be wise no longer to im- 
agine that a letter which arrives at its 
destination apparently unopened has 
not been read by a third party. As is 
well known, it is also easy for an offi- 
cial to learn the secrets of the telephone 
by applying his ear to the receivers at 
tbe central office, and by so doing to 
intercept phrases which are both in- 
structive and amusing. It now appears 
that the postoffice officials also giva 
themselves up to the delicate pleasure 
of satisfying their cariosity 


They employ 20 different methods in 


order to assuage their .professional in- 
quisitmmess. If an envelope is closed 
in tbe oidmary manner by a tbm layer 
of gum, they have the choice of two 
systems — when the paper is tough and 
strong they slip with great precaution 
a very thin but not cutting blade be- 
tween the two gummed parts, and with 
a little practice they are soon able to 
separate the paper without any tear; 
when the envelope is thin and brit- 
tle they open it by the primitive and 
homely means of steam. These proceed- 
ings are extremely simple, and the cor- 
respondence of many masters and mis- 
tresses has often been slyly treated in 
the same way by an inquisitive domes- 
tic. Tina industry requires very little 
skill, and the only capital necessary is 
a small amount of patience. Tbe more 
suspicions individuals fasten their let- 
ters with eeyling was and imagine that 
they are consequently perfectly safe 
from ony surreptitious attack. 
The 


officials of the cabinet noir, however, 
are not so easily defeated. By judi- 
ciously bending and twisting the part 
ol the paper surrounding the seal they 
gradually detach the latter, which final- 
ly remain sun broken in their bonds wi*h 
a very thin layer of paper adhering to 
it. After examining the contents of the 
letter they replace tbe seal intact at the 
exact place which it previonsly occu- 
pied, and both the sender and. receiver 
of the letter remain m blissful igno- 
rance of their maneuvers. 


Other correspondents, even more sns- 


picious, ere not satisfied with gum end 
wax, hot supplement them by a small 
metal fastener, which is guaranteed by 
its inventor to render any tampering 
with n letter impossible This, although 
its efficacy is far from that promised by 
the stationers, certainly complicates the 
work of the intruding official. He rises 
to the circumstance, however, and after 
carefully removing the stamp and mak 
ing a cross cut on the square from 
which it has been removed he intro- 
duces a small steel instrument with a 
special hook at the extremity 
This 


hook grips a corner of the letter, and by 
carefully twisting the sheet round tbe 
stem of the instrument it can be finally 
extracted without any apparent injury. 
If by chance tbe note paper is refractory 
and cannot be twisted owing to its stout- 
ness, the operator cuts the entire length 
of one side of the envelope. The con- 
! 


tents are easily obtained in this man- 
ner, but the reclosmg of the envelope 
requires much delicacy of workmanship 
and is, in fact, almost worthy of an 
artist. About a millimeter of each of 
the cut edges is carefully folded inward, 
gummed and pressed together until dry. 
This pbaseof tbe work, although rather 
difficult to a novice, is soon acquired by 
practice. 


There are many other tricks employ- 


ed, some of which speak volumes for 
human ingenuity. It sometimes hap- 
pens, nevertheless, that a letter baffles 
all the skill and experience of the entire 
department. In that case their means 
are rough and ready— they suppress it 
altogether 
The exterior appearance of 


tue letter addressed to M. Delcasse be- 
trayed the work of the Cabinet Noir 
This proves not lack of skill of those in- 
trusted with such an important but un- 
derhand duty, but simply negligence. — 
London Globe.

Distress. 


EDITOB JOURNAL: There seems to be 


in irrepressible couflict between tbe 
"Oiidholders aud producers. Labor 
produces the wealth of the United 
States bnt the bondholders absorb tbe 
title or hold a mortgage on it through 
oerceutage and by ways that are very 
(ark. These wily absorbers are enabled 
o fleece the public most effectually 
oy controlling the supply aud demnnd 
of oar circulating medium. The folluw- 
iug illustrates how it is done. 


The United States census officials 


estimate the 
wealth of the United 


Stales at about one thousand dollars 
per capita, direful estimates place 
tbe public and private indebtedness 
at fire hundred dollars per capita. 
The Director of the Miot estimates 
mr circulating medium at about twenty 
four dollar per. capita. In other words 
qnr entire volume of money bas been 
loaned out twenty times over or, if we 
confine the money loaned to gold pay- 
ment, alone the debts become fifty 
times larger than oar entire supply 
of gold coin. 


A glance at the reports of the finan- 


cial institution show where the •great 
oalk of oar circulating medium is 
located and the habits of the misers 
and pawnbrokers indicate that a large 
share of tbe remainder is not used in 
productive enterprise. These reports 
demonstrate that tbe money in actual 
circulation does not exceed five dollars 
per capita, the balance being boarded 
to force the peoplo still deeper into 
debt; even the five dollars per capita, 
which is supposed to be in cirjalation, 
bas a string to it and simply represents 
the average amount that remains in 
circulation as the result of rapid 
borrowing by the producers ,of wealtti. 


Mr. Editor, the foregoing facts show 


thai the bondholders have bad control 
of affairs long enough. Uncle Sam is 
mightier than the bondholders, and if 
he will assert his authority aud issue 
full legal tenders in place of interest 
bearing bonda he will make this tbe 
most prosperous nation on earth.

Yesterday afternoon, at the residence 


of his daughter, Mrs. B. S. Chburo, 
after a brief illness, the well known 
pioneer, 
Fielding Lemmon. 
passed 


from labor to reward. Tbe deceased 
WHS born iu Tennessee February 2, 
1824, being at the time of his death a 
few months past 74 years of age. With 
his parents he came to live in Missouri 
in early life, where he married his 
wife, Matilda Foley, who preceded him 
to the home beyond a little over three 
years aeo. He crossed the plains iu 
1851 to Oregon, where he lived for ten 
years, when he moved to Nevada, set- 
tling at Peavine in 1862, where he re- 
sided up to the time of his death. 


Very few men ia our State are better 


known than he, having served two 
terms in the Legislature and taken a 
very active part in all that pertained to 
the public welfare. He was eminently 
adapted to the life of a pioneer, being 
endowed with an indomitable energy 
that enabled him readily to grapple 
with the difficulties incident to a new 
country and overcome them. As a 
neighbor he was most kind and always 
considerate of the poor. He was of a 
singularly forgiving spirit and this 
coupled with his genial manner en- 
abled him to retain the man* friends 
hat he readily made. He was a firm 
believer in the truths of Divine Be vela- 
ion,'though like- many others who 
hare come to this new country, never 
affiliated with the Church. His illness, 
which lasted about six weeks, was 
severe. All that physicians skill and 
the care of loving friends could do to 
prolong his life was done, but in vain. 
For the last few days it was evident 
that the oil iu life's lamp was fast 
burning low, when at 4:45 yesterday 
afternoon as the descending sun was 
sinking toward the Peavine mountains 
which he loved so well, the last flicker- 
ing spark of life went out.

A man's past record, with bnt few 


exceptions, should determine the ques- 
tion of his eligibility for credit in the 
future. If he has been slow pay in the 
past, be will probably be slow pay in 
bis M ;xt purchases. 
If he has been 


prompt and satisfactory, he will likely 
be tbfi same again. As an instance 1 
might mention a case which recently 
carne under my notice. A trader who 
had gradually got to be slow and unsat- 
isfactory was compelled to assign. His 
failure was not due to any misfortune, 
such as fire or flood, bnt seemed tbe 
natural consequence of his incompetence 
and lack of management. A wholesale 
house which had been supplying bin;

For awhile he promptly 
attended to bis payments, bnt after c 
time he got slower and slower, aud a; 
he was a liberal bu7er and his purchase 
were allowed to accumulate he sooi 
owed a bill far larger than bis menu- 
would warrant, As this dragged alonj 
for some years a compromise was grant 
ed upon this indebtedness also. Still b. 
clung to his old creditor and again or 
dered goods, promising to send

money within 80 days. Bnt his pns' 
record was too much even for so leuie;: 
a creditor. He was told plainly tbat !.• 
would get no more goods on credit nm 
that, if he ordered anything cash inusi 
accompany 
the order in every case. 


Now, a man of tbis stamp is a positi'it 
detriment to a mau who pays his bilis. 
After thus beiug refused credit by the 
okl uoasa he will try and get it else- 
where and uo donbt will succeed.

if bis record is kaowii it should be r. 
fiual auswcr to tiia question of grantiu; 
him credit—Hardware.

Orloff, part author of Catherine's 
greatness and raised by her to the wteps 
of the throne, for whom she struck 
medals, raised triumphal arches -and 
dedicated.-palaces "par 1'amitie recon- 
naissante," to whom she offered secret 
marriage and whom in another caprice 
sbe banished—Connt Gregory, being re- 
instated in favor, offered his imperial 
mistress two tokens of reconciliation, 
the St. Petersburg arsenal and tbe Or- 
loff diamond.—Neitb Boyce in Lippia- 
oott's.
